The Speaker directed the Chief Clerk to read the Governor’s procla- 
mation. 

The following was read: 


PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR, CONVENING THE LEGISLATURE IN EXTRA- 
ORDINARY SESSION. 


STATE OF CALIFORNIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


WHEREAS, an extraordinary occasion has arisen, and is now existing, requiring 
the Legislature of the State of California to convene, 

Now. therefore, I, James N. Gillett. Governor of the State of California, by virtue 
of the power and authority in me vested by Section 9, Article V of the Constitution 
of the State of California, do hereby convene the Legislature to meet and assemble 
in extraordinary session at Sacramento, California, on Tuesday the sixth day of 
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September. 1910, at 10 o’clock a. M. of that day, for the purpose of proposing to the 
people of the State of California constitutional amendments to be voted upon at the 
next general election, upon the following subjeets. to wit- 

Fust—tThe raising of the sum of five million dollars by the State of California for 
the purpose of assisting in the establishing, maintaining, and supporting the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition, to be held in the city and county of San Francisco, 
in the year A. D. 1915, and providing for a state commission to have the exclusive 
charge and cuntrol of said sum of mobey and to expend and disburse it for such pur- 
poses, acting 10 conjunction with ile directors of said exposition; also providing that 
the said Panama-Pacific International Exposition be exempt from all taxes and from 
all heense tees and charges 

Second—Authorizing the city and county of San Franeiseo to amend its ebarter 
by a vote of its electors at either a special or general election. without submitting such 
amendments to the Legislature of the State of California for rattfication and approval, 
for the following purposes, to wit. 

(a) Ineurring 2 bonded indebtedness which shall be exclusive of the bonded indebt- 
edness now permitted by said charter, in an amount not execeding five million dollars, 
and to grant and to turn over to the Panama-Pacific International Exposition Com- 
pany (a corporation organized and existing under the laws of the State ot Californian) 
the proceeds of said bonds, the same to he used and disbursed hy said exposition 
corporation for the purpose of an exposition to be held in the city and county of 
San Francisco. to celehrate the completion of the Panama Canal. 

(bv) Authorizing said Panama-Pacific International Exposition Company to use 
and occupy that portion of Golden Gate Park westerly from Twentieth avenue, as 
extended. for said exposition purposes, and placing such portion of said park under 
the control of said corporation for such time as sball he necessary fur such exposition 
purposes. 

(¢) Authorizing said Panama-Pacific International Exposition Company to use 
and occupy for such exposition purposes any lands held bv the Board of Education 
of the city and county of San Francisco, and by the city and county of San Francisco, 
and not then in actual use 

d) Authorizing said Panama-Pacific International Exposition Company to open, 
close, and occupy streets in said city and county of San Francisco, westerly from 
Twentieth avenue, for exposition purposes

the great seal of the State of California, at my office in the State Capitol, this twenty- 
third day of August, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and ten, and 
of the admission of the State of California the sixtieth.

It shall be in ordex for the Commitiee on Engrossed and Enrolled Bills to report at 
any time.

4. Messages from the Governor and Senate. 


Messages from the Governor and from the Senate may be considered at any time 
by a vote of the House. 


5. Petitions to be Presented, with a Brief Statement of Contents. 


Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the House shall be presented 
by the Speaker, or by a member in his place. A brief stutement of the contents 
thereof shall be made yerhally by the introducer. They shall not be debated on the 
day of their being presented, but shall] lie on the table, or be referred, as the House 
shall determine. 


6. Introduction and Reading of Bills. 


Any member desiring to introduce a bill shall rise in his place and address the 
Speaker, and. upon being recognized. shall present the same. It shall then be num- 
bered and read the first time at the Clerk’s desk and referred to a standing committee, 
and be printed, and a copy placed upon the desk of each member. FElyery bill shall be 
read at length on three several days previous to its passage, unless in case of urgency 
two thirds of the House shall, by vote of ayes and noes, dispense with this provision 
The Speaker shall give notice at each reading whether it be the first, second. or third, 
and no bill shall be read at either reading until the House has so determined by a 
vote, All bills to appropriate money for contingent purposes shall be presented by 
a Committee on Ways and Means. The chairman or clerk of each committee of the 
Assembly shall notify the author of any bill or proceeding pending before such com- 
mittee of the hour and place of hearing or acting upon such bill or proceeding. 


T Intruduction of Brils by Committec. 


Any committee may introduce a bill appertaining to any subject coming within its 
consideration, whereupon it shall be vead the first time and placed upon the proper 
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second-reading file When such a bill is designed to be a substitute fo1 one or more 
Assembly bills, the bills for which st is such a swhstitute shall. by a majomry vote of 
the House, be deemed withdtawn, and shall not appear upon the file Upon the intro- 
duction of a bill by a committee, it shall be numbered as a new bill, ordered printed, 
and placed upon the Assembly file for further action. 


8. Disposition of Senate Bills. 


When a Senate bill has been received by the House, with a message announcing 
that the same has passed the Senate, such bill shall be referted to a standing cum- 
mittee; prurided. howerer, that when a Senate bill is 1eceived, the provisions of 
which are identical with those of an Assembly bill which has already been conswered 
and teported by a committee of the Ffouse, such Senate bill shall be substituted for 
the Assembly full (the Jatter heme cousidered withdrawn), shall take the same place 
upou the Assembly fle, and be considered as havimg received the same recommenda- 
tion of the Assembly eumuiuttee, provided. that the faet that the bills ave identical 
shall be entered in the Journal. 


9 Joint Resolutions and Constitutional Amendments. 


Joint resolutions shall be treated the same as bills; provided. that they shal] be read 
but once, and that after they have been reported by a committee; and provided further, 
that the ayes and noes shall not be called upon their adoptivn, unless regularly 
demanded. Proposed amendments to the Constitution shall be treated the same as 
bills. provided, they shall be read but once, and only after they shall have been 
reported hy a committee. 


10, Prvecedings Touching Appropriations of ALoney to be Considercd 1n Committee of 
the Whole. 


All bills making appropriations of money shall be considered in a Committee of the 
Whole House while on second reading, and no addition to any appropriation shall be 
nade out of Committee of the Whole. 


ll, Reference of Bills 


No debates shall be allowed on any motion to refer a bill or resolution ta a com- 
mittee The Speaker shall first indicate to what committee a hill ot resolution ought 
to be referred, and it shall be so referred, unless upon a motion, without debate, the 
House by a majority vote refer it to some other committee. 


42. Referring with Special Jnstructrons. 


A bill or resolution may be committed with special instructions at any time after 
the third reading has been ordered. 


13. Order of Mlaking File. 


Upon the introduction of bills they shall he read the first time. and referred to com- 
mittees as provided in Rule 6 When reported hack they shall be placed upon the 
general tile. to be kept by the Clerk, as follows: All bills when reported to the IIouse 
by the committee shall be placed at the foot of the second-reading file. in the order in 
which the reports are made, and after the second reading they shall be placed at the 
foot of tne third-reading file. in the order of reading; and precedence shall he given in 
the consideration of bills im the following order: third-reading file and second-reading 
file. unless otherwise ordered by a two-thirds yote of the House. ‘Che Clerk shall post, 
in a conspicuous place in the chamher, a daily statement of the bills on the general 
file, setting forth the order in which they were filed. and specifying the alterations 
ovising from the disposal of husiness each day. 


14. Order of Making Specral File 


The Clerk shall, from time to time, make up a file. to he known as the special file, 
on which he shall place bills relating to appropriations for the support of the State 
government and State institutions, revenue, election laws. and constitutional amend- 
ments, in the order named and in the order in which the same may be reported to 
the Assembly, and he shall place no other bills thereon, nor shall any hill on the 
general file be substituted for any bill thereon 


15. Taking Up Bills Out of Order. 


When a member shall ask leave to have a bill taken up out of its recular order, he 
shall. in making the motion, give the number and title of the bill, and its position on 
the file 


1G Engrossing and Enrolling Burlls. 


The Engrossing and Enrolling Olerk shall engross. and enroll, the bills which shall 
come to his hands for such purposes, in compliance with the provisions of Section 539 
of the Political Code. and m the order of time in which the same shall be acted upon 
by the House. Sard Clerk shall be responsible for every violation of this rule by his 
assistants or deputies: no clerk of this House, or his deputy or assistant, shall demand 
or receive from anv person any compensation other than that provided by law for auy 
services performed hy hira in regard to the bills or preparation of bills before this 
House. 
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17. Bills to be Reported Back Within Ten Days 


All bills referred to any committee shall be by such committee reported back to 
the House, with its action thereon, within ten days after such reference, unless the 
House, by request of such committee. shali otherwise order 


DUTIES OF SPEAKER. 
18. To Call House to Order. 


The Speaker, or, in his absence, the Speaker pro tem., shall take the chair pre- 
cisely at the hour appointed for meeting, and shall immediately eall the House to 
order. In the absence of both the Speaker and the Speaker pro tem, the Clef Clerk, 
or an assistant, shall call the House to order, whereupon a chairman shall be elected 
from among the members to preside. 


19. To Preserve Order; to Decide Points of Order; and May Speak to Same. 

He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of order in preference 
to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose. and shall decide questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the House by any member, on which appeal no 
member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. 


20. To Have Direction of the Hall; Vay Call Any Member to the Char. 


He shall have general direction of the hall. He shall have a right to name any 
member to perform the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shal] not extend 
beyond an adjournment. 


21. J'o Sign Resolutions, ctc., Attested by the Clerh. 


AJl acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by the Speaker, and all 
writs, warrants, and subpwnas issued by order ot the House shall be under his hand, 
attested by the Clerk 


22. May Order the Gallcntes and Lobly Cleared. 


In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galleries or lobby, the 
Speaker (or Chairman of the Committee of the Whole House) shall have power to 
order the saine to be cleared 


DUTItS OF THE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

23. J'o Attend Siltings of House; Serie Procesees 

The Sergeant-at-Arms shall atiend the House during its sittings. to execute the 
commands of the Speaker of the House, and all process issued by authority thereof 
directed to him by the Speaker. He shall be sworn to keep the secrets*of the Ilouse. 
He shall also have supervision of all the attachés of the House (except the clerks at 
the desk, the committee attachés, and the page to the Speaker. which page shall he 
under the exclusive supervision of the Speaker), and shall be respunsible for the 
performance of their duties. and shall have puwer to suspend any attaché under bim 
for dereliction of duty, and shall report to the Speaker such suspension and the 
causes thereot; said attaché shall not receive any pay during the time of such 
suspension, The Speaker shall have the power to relieve the attaché of his sus- 
pension, and shall have the power to remove anv attaché for incompetency or for 
willful neglect of duty. 


24 Fees of Scraeant-at-A4ims. 


The Sergeant-at-Arms sha]l receive for every arrest the sum of one dollar; for 
each day’s custody and releasement. one dollar: and for traveling expenses fur him- 
self, or a special messenger, going and coming, ten cents per mile; but no com- 
pensation shall be allowed for the arrest, custody. or releasement of members under 
a_eall of the House, within the limits of the Capitol grounds. All fees accruing to 
the Nergeant-at-Arms for arrest, custody, and release of membeis, shull be paid b) 
the members so arrested. held in custody, and released, unless excused hy a vote of 
the House. And when a member shall be excused by the House. the Sergeant-at-Arm¢ 
shall not be allowed any fees for the arrest. 


25, Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms to be Doorheeper. 


The Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms shall be the Doorkeeper. and shall be sworn to 
keep the secrets of the Mouse. 


26. Standing Commattecs

47. A Committee on State Hospitals and Asylums. to consist of eleven members 

4s. A Committee on State Library, to consist af five members. P 

49. A Committee on State Prisons and Reformatory Institutions, to consist of 
nine members 

50. A Committee on Ways and Means, to consist of fifteen members. 

51, A Committee on Universities, to consist of seven members. 

52. The San Francisco Delegation, to whom may be referred matters of interest 
to the City and County of San Francisco. but not to the exclusion of the 
jurisdiction of other committees F 

58. The Los Angeles Delegation, to whom may he referred matters of interest in 
particular to the City and County of Los Angeles, but not to the exclusion 
of the jurisdiction of the other committees 

54. A Committee on Common Carriers, to consist of eleven members. 


27. Committces to be Anpointed by Speaker. 


All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless otherwise ordered by the 
House. 


28. Committee on Contested Elections. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Contested Elections to examine and 
report upon the certificates of election, or other credentials of the members returned 
to serve in this House, and to take into their consideration aljl such petitions and 
other matters touching elections and returns as shall or may be presented or come 
into question, and be referred to them by the House. 


29. Committce on Ways and Ifeans. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ways and Means to take into considera- 
tion all reports of the State Officers and State Boards or State Commissions and 
all propositions relative to the revenue of the State as may be referred to them by 
the Assembly; to inquire iuto the state of the revenue and expenditures of the State, 
and report from time to time their opinion thereon. Al! bills for the appropriation 
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of money, which were not at first referred to the Committee on Ways and Means, 
shall be reported to the House by the committees having them under consideration, 
and shall thereupon, without motion, be referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Aleans, aud said committee shall consider them and report thereon the amount of 
appropriation required, but such bill shall retain its place on the file pending its 
consideration by said Committee on Ways and Means. 

The Committee on Ways and Means shall, from time to time, at least once in two 
weeks, report to the House the exact condition of legislation involving appropria- 
tions. and the aggregate amount of all the proposed appropriations pending. 


30. Committce on Commissions and Public Expenditures. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Commissions and Public Expenditures 
to ascertain what State commissions, institutions, or boards, 1f any, can be abolished 
or consolidated with advantage to the public, in view of a more economical admunis- 
tration of State affairs; to ascertain what expenditures and salamies of the various 
public offices and institutions can be advantageously reduced or discontinued: to 
prepare and report to the Assembly sach bills or resolutions as may be required to 
carry out the recommendations of the committee. 


381. Committee on Engrossment. 


It shall be the duty of the FEngrossing Committee to compare all hills ordered or 
considered engrossed by this House with the engrossed copies thereof; and before 
they pass out of the possession of the House, see that the engrossed bill is a true 
copy of the original, with such amendments as may have been made thereto; and 
said committee shall see that all engrossed bills are reported back in the order in 
which they were ordered engrossed. 


82. Committce on Revision and Reform of Laws. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Revision and Reform of Laws to take 
into consideration all petitions, bills, and resolutions touching the revision and 
reform of the existing laws of the State of California that shall or may be presented 
or come into question and be referred to it by the Assembly. 


33 Commitice Hapenditurcs. 

No committee shall be permitted to incur any expense by visiting any part of the 
State on official or other business, without first obtaining leave of the House by a 
two-thirds vote of the members thereof, 


34. Commiitee on the Whole House. 


In forming a Committee of the Whole House, a chairman, to be named by the 
Speaker, shall preside. Bills committed to a Committee of the Whole House shall, 
in Committee of the Whole, be read by sections. All amendments shall be noted 
and repurted to the Assembly by the Chairman. After report to the Assembly, the 
bill shall again be subject to amendment before a yote on the report is taken. 


35. Rules in Committee of the Whole, 


The rules of the Assembly shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, as far 
as may be applicable, except limiting the time of speaking, and except that the ayes 
and noes shall not be taken. 


86. Afotion to Rise Decided Without Debate. 
A motion that the committee rise shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 


37. Reference of Brite. 

When a motion is made to refer any subject, and different committees shall be 
proposed, the question shall be taken in the following order: 

The Committee of the Whole. 

A Standing Committee. 

A Select Committee. 


88. Calling Members to Order When Transgressing Rules. 

If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of the House, the 
Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order; 10 which case the member so called 
tu order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to eaplain; and if called to 
order by a member, such member shall immediately state the pot of order. If the 
point of order be sustained by the Chair. the member shall not be allowed to proceed ; 
but if it be not sustamed, then he shall be permitted to so on. Every such decision 
from the Chair shall be subzect to an appeal to the House. but no discussion of a 
question of order shall be allowed, unless an appeal be taken from the decision of the 
Chair. 


39. Speaker to Decide Who is Entitled to the Floor. 


When two or more members shall rise at once, the Speaker shal] name the member 
who is first to speak. 
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40. Order in Speaking tu Questions. 


Every member, when he speaks, shall, standing in his place. address “Mr Speaker.” 
and when he has finished he shall sit down. No member shall speak more than twice 
during the consideration of any one question. of whatever nature. on the same day and 
at the same stage of proceedings. without leave being granted, except the author of a 
bill or resolution, or mover of a question No member shall be allowed to speak more 
than thirty (30) minutes upon any question, except by leaye of the House. 


41. Called tu Order for Offensive Words in Debate. 


If any member be called to order fur offensive words spoken in debate. the person 
calling him to order shall report the words excepted to, and they shall be taken down 
in writing at the Clerk's table: and no member shall be held to answer, or be subject 
to censute of the House, for language used in debate, if any member has spoken or 
other business has intervened after the words spoken. and before exception to them 
shall have been taken. 


42. Personal Evrplunation. 


Any member may rise to explain a matter personal to himself, with leave of the 
Chair, but shall not discuss a question in such e\planation. 


43. i to be Ntated by Speaker shall be Reduced to Writing, or Alay te With- 
rawn. 


No motion shall be debated until the same be seconded and distinctly announced by 
the Speaker: and it shall be reduced to writing, 1f desired by the Speaker, or any mem- 
ber, and be read by the Clerk, before the same shall be debated. A motion may be 
withdrawn by leave of the House, at auy time before amendment or decision, 


44. Motion to Adjourn. 

A motion to adjourn shall always be m order, except during roll call The Clerk 
shall enter on the Journal the name of any member moving an adjournment, also the 
hour at which the motion was made 

When a motion 1s nade and seconded to adjourn. it shall je in order for the 
Speaker, before putting the question. to permit any member to state anv fact to the 
TYouse relating to the condition of the business of the House, which would seem to 
render it improper to adjourn at that time Such statement, however, shal] not be 
debatable, and such statement or statements shall not, in any case, vccupy mere than 
two minutes, 

Concurrent resolutions for adjournment stve die shall in all cases, whether originat- 
ing in the House or coming from the Senate, be referred to the Cammittee on Ways 
and Means. ‘That committee shall report upon any such concurrent resolution not 
later than the next legislative day, and with regard to the status of the general appro- 
priation bil] and the tax levy 


45. Precedence of Motions During Debate. 

When a question is under debate, or before the Flouse. vo motion shall be received 
but: To adjourn; to lay on the table: for the previous question: to postpone to a dav 
certain: {© commit or amend; to postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they are named. but the first three shall he 
decided without debate; and no motion to postpone to a day certain. to commit. or to 
postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall again he allowed on the same day and at 
the same stage of the proceedings A motion to strike out the enacting clause of a ml 
shall have preference over a motion to amend, and. if carried. shall be considered 
equivalent to its reyection. <A dilatory motion shall not he considered intervening busi- 
ness within the meaning of parliamentary usage. 


46. Previous Question 

The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the main question he now 
put?” And its effect. when sustained by a majority of the members present, shill he 
to put an end to all dehate and bring the House to a vote on the question or questions 
before it. 

47, Questions of Order After Prerious Question is Ordered. 

All ineidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for the previous 
question, and pending such motion or previons question, shall be decided (whether on 
appeal or otherwise) without debate: prorided. that after the previous question shall 
have been ordered. ten minutes shall he allowed for explanation of the matters covered 
by the previous question, of which five minutes shall be given to the member moving 
the previous question, and five minutes to those opposed thereto 
48. Previous Question Demanded, 

The previous question shall only be put when demanded by three members. 


49. Question Indcfinitely Postponed. 


When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same shall not again be introduced 
during the session. 
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30. Division of Questions. 

Any member may call for a division of the question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehend propositions in substance so distinct that, one being taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain for the decision of the House. A motion to 
strike out being lost. shall preclude neither a motion to add to, nor a motiun to strike 
out and insert. 


51. Substitute. 
A substitute shall be deemed and held to be an amendment, and he treated in all 
respects as such. 


52. Subjects Different from the One Under Considcration. 
No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under consideration shall 
be admitted as an amendment. 


58. Printing of Bills. - 

Five hundred copies of all bills shall be printed. The Sergeant-at-Arms shall be 
required to certify to the reception by the House of al] such printed matter, and the 
quantity thereof. 


o4 Printing Extra Number of Bills, ete. 
A proposition to print an extra number of any document or other matter shall 
ie on the table one day for consideration, unless otherwise ordered by consent of the 
ouse. 


5d. Printing of Alaps. 
Maps accompanying documents shall not he printed under the general order to 
print, without the special direction of the House. 


56. Fulhng Blanks. 
In filling up blanks the Jeast sum and shortest time shall be first put. 


ot. Priority of Business. 
All questions relating to the priority of business shall be decided without debate 


58. Reading of Papers. 
When the reading of a paper is called for, except petitions, and the same is 
paleeted to by any member, 1t shall be determined by a vote of the House, without 
ebate. 


59. Notice of Reconstderatiun. 

On the day succeeding that on which a final yote on any bill or resolution has been 
taken. said vote may be reconsidered on the motion of any member; provided, notice 
of intention to move such reconsideration sha]! have been given on the day on which 
such final vote was taken, by a member yoting with the majority; and it shall not 
be in order for any membe: to move a reconsideration on the day on which such final 
vote was taken. Said motion of reconsideration shall have precedence over every 
other motion, except a motion to adjourn. No notice of reconsideration shall be in 
order on the day preceding the last day of the session. No motion to reconsider shall 
be adopted, except upon 2 roll call, and 1t shall require forty-one votes to adopt the 
motion. 


60. Elections by House. 
In all cases of election by the House the vote shall be taken vita voce. 


61. Calling Ayca and Noes. 

The ayes and noes shall be taken on the final passage of all bills, and when called 
for by three members on other questions, and every member within the bar of the 
House, when his name is called, shall (unless for special reasons he be excused) 
declare openly, and without debate, his vote In taking the ayes and noes, and upon 
eall of the House, the names of the members shall be taken alphabetically, and the 
Clerk shall enter on the Journal the names of those demanding the ayes and noes, 


G62. Afembers at Clerk's Desk. 
No member or other person shall remain by the Clerk's table while the ayes and 
noes are being called, or while the yotes are being counted. 


63. Voting on Question When Intercsted. 
No person shall vote on any question in the result of which he 1s personally inter- 
ested or involved. 


64. Division and Count of House. 
Upon a division and count of the House on any question, no person without the 
bar shall be counted 
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5. Explaining or Changing Vote. 


No member shall be allowed to explaiu his vote or discuss the question while the 
ayes and noes are being called, and no member shall be allowed to change his vote 
after the vote 1s announced from the chair. 


66. Call of the House. 


Upon a call of the House the names of the members shall be called over by the 
Clerk, and the ahsentees noted. after which the names of the absenters shall again 
be called over. The door shall then be shut, and those for whom no excuse or insuffi- 
clent excuses are made, may, by order of those present. be taken into custody. as 
they appear, or may be sent for and taken into custody by the Sergeant-at-Arms 
wherever to be found. or by special messenger, to be appointed for that purpose. 
In the absence of a quorum. a majority of the members present may order a call 
of the House and compel the attendance of absentees in the manner above provided. 
No recess can be taken during a call of the House. 


OT. Suspending and Changing Rules 


No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded or changed without a 
vote of two thirds, and one day's notice being given of the motion therefor; provided, 
that the Committee on Rules and Regulations may at any time, except during a roll 
eall, report a temporary rule providing for the consideration of any bill on the files 
of the House belonging to either of the following classes - 

1. Bills affecting the State government, its revenue, its various departments or 
commissions, or appropriations ‘therefor, 

2. Bills affecting county and township governments, or roads and highways. 

3. Bills affecting town, city, city and county governments, or the municipal 
affairs of the same 

4 Bills amending election or primary election laws 

5. Constitutional amendments. 

6 Bulls amending or repealing the Codes or sections thereof, 

Such temporary rule shall provide when a bill so selected shal! be taken up for 
consideration, and the time when final vote shall be taken thereon and pending 
amendments thereto, if there be any. 

It shall always be im order to call up for consideration such report. The same 
shall be subject to amendment by the House. 

Ou the adoption of such temporary rule by the House by a two thirds vote 
thereof, if the bill be on third readme. and by a majornty vote of the members 
elected to the House, if otherwise, such bill shall thereupon be made the special 
order for the time fixed therein. 

A_rule of order may be suspended temporarily by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present, except that portion of Rule 6 relating to third reading of bills. A 
motiuvn or resolution proposing to increase or diminish a standing committee shall 
not be adopted until] the same has been referred to the Committee on Rules and 
Regulations. 

The Committee on Rules and Regulations may also, at any time. report a tem- 
porary rule or regulation for the consideration of the business on the file, having 
regard to the condition of the business of the House. When such temporary rule or 
regulation shall have been adopted by the House, it shall have the effect, for the time 
heing, of a standmg rule, and shall be enforced by the Speaker. 


G8. Members Absenting Themselves. 


No member shall absent himself from the service of the House without the leave 
of the House, except in case of sichness; and if any member or officer of the House 
ahsent himself without leave, his per diem shall not be allowed him: but no member 
shall obtain leave of absence, or be excused, without a vote of two thirds of the House. 


69. Persons Admitted to Floor. 


No person except Senators, State officers, Governors and ex-Governors of States, 
Members of Congress, Judges of the Supreme or Superior Courts. members of the 
press when aceredited by their respective journals, ladies when specially invited by a 
member of the House, shall be admitted within the Assembly Chamber, except in 
the galleries, during the session of the House; but a majority may have the floor of 
the Flonse within the bar cleared of any or all such persons. The Speaker is charged 
with the enforcement of this rule. 


70. Smokiny wn Hall, 

No smoking shall be allowed within the Assembly Chamber during the session of 
the House. 
71. Parhamentary Rules 


The rules of parliamentary practice contained in Roberts’ Rules of Order shall 
govern the House in all cases to which they are applicable, and in which they are 
not inconsistent with the Standing Rules and Orders of the House and the Jomt 
pu of the Senate and House of Assembly. 


. Use of Hail. 


"The Assembly Room shall not be used for any publie or private business other 
than legislative, except by consent of a majority of the House. 
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13. Fees for Witnesses. 


Witnesses summoned to appear before the House, or any of its committees, shall 
be paid as follows: For each day a witness shall attend, the sum of two dollais; 
for each mile he shall travel in coming to and going from place of examination, the 
sum of ten cents. No mileage shall be paid except where the witness has actually 
traveled for the purpose of giving testimony. 


T+. Protcst oj Members. 


Tt shall be in order for any member or members to protest against the action of 
the House, and have such protest entered upon the minutes. 


15. Fees Allowed in Casca of Contest. 


Whenever, in the Assembly, a contest is made for the seat of any Assemblyman, 
no more than two hundred dollars shall be allowed as counsel fees to either side. 


70. Assignment of Attachés. 


The Committee on Attachés and Employés shall assign the committee clerks and 
the official stenographers of the House to the various committees; provided, that the 
Committee on Judiciary and the Committee on Ways and Means shall each be 
entitled to one clerk and one stenographer, to be selected by the chairman of those 
committees, respectively. 

All assignments of committee clerks and stenographers made by the Committee on 
eee ane aE eyes under this rule be reported to the House and entered 
in the Journal. 


47. Introduetion of Buls Afier Fiflicth Day 


On or prior to the fiftieth day of the session the Speaker shall appoint a standing 
Committee on Introduction of Bills, to consist of three members. 

All motions for leave to introduce bills after the fiftieth day shall be sent to the 
desk in writing, under the order of “Introduction of Bills,” and at no other time. 
The motion shall give the title of the bill, and shall be accompanied by the bill. The 
bill shall thereupon be referred to the Committee on Introduction of Bills. 

That committee shall examine bills referred to it with particular reference to the 
question as to whether there is already any bill in either house of the same character 
which might be amended to effect the result sought, and generally as to the advisa- 
bility of mtroducing the measure. 

The committee shall report upon each bill so referred to it on the same legisla- 
tive day. The report shall be made at the conclusion of the consideration of the 
Senate Special File. / : . 

The committee may, in its discretion, incorporate more than one bill in the reso- 
lution to grant leave to introduce, meorporating in the resolution the title of each 
bill in full, and the roll shall be called upon the adoption of the resolution without 
debate. 

If a division of the question is demanded upon the introduction of any particular 
bill, the division shall be allowed, and the roll called separately upon the bill. 


78. Leave of Absence of Committee Visiteng Public Institutions. 


When leave of absence shall be granted any committee, special or standing, to 
visit public buildings or institutions, or for any other purpose, such leave shall be 
granted only by a two thirds vote taken rica ioce, aud no expenses or mileage of 
attachés shall be allowed. No member of the Assembly shall accomrany a committee 
as a substitute for a member thereof who declines to accompany the committee, 
without permission for such substitution being obtained from the Speaker. Applica- 
tion for a leave of absence for a committee shall be made to the Assembly by the 
chairman thereof, by resolution, which shall give the name of the institution or insti- 
tutions to be visited, and brietly recite the occasion and necessity for visiting the 
same, together with the number of committeemen desiring leave. Such resolution 
shall immediately, and without debate, be referred to the Committee on Rules and 
Regulations, with instructions to report upon the next legislative day on the same, 
and whether the leave of absence can be granted without interfering with the busi- 
ness of the Assembly.

ASSEMBLY CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT No. 33.

A resolution to propose to the people of the State of California, an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of California. vuthorizing the citv and county of 
San Francisco to amend its charter in aid of Panama-Pacrfie International 
Esposition. and to that end amending Article NI of said Constitution hy adding 
a new section thereto, to he knuwn as Section Sa. 

The Legislature of the State of California at its extraordinary session of the 
thirty-eighth session of the Legislature commencing on the sixth day of September, 
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1910, two thirds of all the members elected tu each house of said Legislature voting 
in favor thereof. hereby propose that Article XI of the Constitution of the State of 
California be amended by the addition of a new section to be known as Section Sa. 
said new section to read as follows: 

Section Sa. The charter of the city and county of San Franciseo may be amended. 
in addition to the method and the times provided in Section S of Article XI of the 
Constitution. in the following particulars 

(a) Authorizing the city and county of San Franeiseo, a municipal corporation, 
hy its leaislative authority. to meur a bonded indebtedness in an amount not exceed- 
ing five inillion dollars, and tu issue municipal bonds therefor, and to grant and turn 
over to the Panama-Pacite International Exposition Company (a corporation organ- 
ized under the Jaws of the State of California March 22. 1910) the proceeds of said 
bonds the same to be used and disluised by said exposition eoinpany for the pur- 
poses of an exposition to be held in the cits and county of San Franiesco to celebrate 
the completion of the Panama Canal, said bonds. so issued, to be of such form and to 
be redeemable, registered and converted in such manner and amounts. and at such 
times not later than forty years from the date of their issue. as such legislative 
authority shall determme: the mterest on said bonds to not exeeed five per centum 
per annuum. aud said bonds to be exempt from all taxes for State and municipal 
purposes, and to be sold for not Jess than par at sueh times and places, and in such 
manuer as shall be determined by said legislative authority. the proceeds of said 
bonds, when sold. to be payable immediately by the treasurer of said city and county 
to the treasurer of said Panama-Pacitic International Exposition Company, wpon the 
demand of said treasurer of said exposition company, withvut the vecessity of the 
approval of such demand by other authority. the same to be used and disbursed by 
said Panama-Pacitie International Exposition Companys for the purposes of such 
exposition, under the direetion and control of such exposition eompany : 

(b) Providing that any bonded indebtedness ineurred for the purposes aforesatd 
shall be exclusive of the bonded indebtedness of the said city and county Jmmited by 
Section 2 of Article NII of said charter. 

(ec) Grantmng to saw Danama-DIaeific International Exposition Company the 
oxelusive possession and use, together with the management and control, of that por- 
tion of Golden Gate Park mm the city and county of San Francisco westerly from 
Twentieth avenue, as extended, for such exposition purposes, such possession and use. 
also maupagement and eontrol, to terminate not later than one year after the closing 
of such exposition : 

(d) Granting to said Panama-Pacitic International Eaposition Company the 
exclusive possession and use, together with the management and control, for such 
exposition purposes. of anv lands held by the board of education of the eity and 
county of San Francisco, and by the citv and county of San Franciseo, net in actual 
use, such possession and use also manayvement and control. to terminate not later 
than one very after the elosing of such exposition 

(e) Authorizing said Panama-Pactfie Tuternational Exposition Company to tem- 
roravily close streets in the eity and cuunty of Nan Francisco westerly from 
Twentieth avenue, for such exposition purposes. and to have the exclusive possession 
and use, together with the management and control, of said streets for such exposi- 
tion purposes sacl possession and use, also management and control of said streets. 
to terminate not Tater than one year after the closing of such exposition, 

Proposals to amend the charter of the citv and eounty of San Francisco in the 
forezoing particulars way be submitted by the legislative authority of said city and 
counts to the electors of said city and county. at any general or special election 
(and a special eleetion may be called cthevefor) held in said city and county. after 
the publication of such propusals in a newspaper of general circulation im said eity 
and county. for such time as shall be determined bs said legislative authority. Cypon 
the ratification of any such proposed amendment by a matorty of the electors of said 
eity and county voting at such election on sueh proposed amendment, said proposed 
amendment recerning such majority vote shall become operative immediately as an 
amendinent to said charter, without the necessity of approval thereof by the Legisla- 
ture 

Any act of the legislative authority of the city aud county of San Francisco, in 
subnutting to the eleetors of said city and county, at any general or special election. 
proposals to amend the charter of said eity and county in the foregoing particulars, 
including any notice by publication or otherwise of such preposals, and of such 
election. and the holding of such electiou. in accordance with the provisions hereof, 
before the adoption of this amendment. are hereby validated 10 all respects as if 
performed subsequent to the adeption of this amendment The disbursement of all 
funds obtamed from said honds shall he accounted for by said Panama-Pacitic Tnter- 
national Exposition Company by an itemized statement thereof to be filed with the 
audito. of the ett: and counts of San Franerseo,

and the terms and eonditions upon which money shall be drawn from the state 
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treasury by said commission ; where contracts and vouchers shall he filed, to whom, 
and how often, reports shall be made: what disposition shall be made of any sum 
left unexpended or received from the sale of any property or buildings purchased or 
constructed by said commission for the use of said exposition. or of any dispusition 
ot any buildmy or improvement constructed by said commission out of said fund, 
and to provide for the transfer to the General Fund of the State of California of 
any portion of said Panama-Pacitic International Exposition Fund unused, 

The commission herein created is authorized and directed to make such proper 
contracts with the Panama-Pacifie International Exposition Company a corporation 
organized under the laws of the State of California on the 221 dav of March, 1910, 
as will entitle the State of Cahfornia to share proportionately with the contributors 
to the said Panama-Pacific Iuternational Exposition in the returns from the holding 
of said exposition at the city and county of San Francisco.

The Governor was invited to the Speaker’s chair and addressed the 
Assembly as follows: 


Speaker Stanton, Members of the Assembly and Senate: 

This is an honor which T did not expect. and I can not tell you how greatly I 
appreciate the resolution which you have passed, coming at the close of my admin- 
istration. It is true that the State has been quite prosperous during my adminis- 
tration I believe that we have advanced our institutions and made them better I 
am sure that all those charged with the duties of conducting the institutions have 
been careful in the administration of their affairs, in such a businesslike and such 
an economic way that the taxes imposed upon our people have not been burden- 
some. But I have not been alone respousible for whatever of good could have been 
attached to the administration just closed. The administration has been a Repub- 
lican administration. I hase had with me the best wishes of the Republican party 
I had, I believe, the confidence, support. and loyalty of the Democratic party, who 
are willing to help any one trying tu do right. I appreciate the great support this 
legislative body has given to my administration. I complimented you when you 
adjourned two years ago for the splendid laws you passed. and as I look back now 
on your labors of the Jast two sessions, of the good legislation which was enacted, 
of the earnest and honest manner in which you attempted to do your duty and 
did discharge it. I feel it is one of the most pleasant things I have to think of 
after L retire into private hte the fact that my association bas been with men who 
had always at heart the interest of the State of California, as it appealed to all 
the people and not to a few. I believe the administration just closed has been an 
administration for the best interests of the people of this State, not alone the 
Governor’s office, but every office in the State. I believe the Secretary of State’s 
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office, the office of Superintendent of Publie Instruction, the Treasurer’s office and 
Controller’s office, have been admimistered well and to the interest of the people. A 
splendid recommendation coming from the hands of the people a few days ago was 
that these officers who four years ago were nominated by the conyention in Santa 
Cruz were all endorsed excepting one man. That speaks well for their standing 
and the confidence the people have in them There is a great deal of work yet to 
do, many things yet before our State. We are practically a young State in the 
development of our resources, and the session that meets next January will find 
many things to accomplish. And it 1s pleasant to know at this time that the Legis- 
lature just goimg out will probably place before the people a constitutional amend- 
ment which will be the beginning of one of the greatest efforts on the part of our 
people to attract the attention of the world te Cahforma, and to bripg them here 
in our valleys. along our coist. and in our eities, adding to our wealth and popula- 
tion, and bring us up further still as a great State of this Tinion.

Senate constitutional amendment ordered transmitted to the Senate 


Senate CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT NO 52. 


A resylution to propose to the people_of the State of Cahfornia an amendinent to 
the Constitution of the State of Californian amending Section 22 of Article LV, 
relating to how money may be appropriated and drawn from the state treasury. 

The Legislature of the State of California at its extraordinary session of the 
thirty-eighth session, commencing on the sixth day of September, 1910, two thirds

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of all the members elected to each of the houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, hereby propose that Section 22 of Article IV of the Constitution of the 
State of California be amended to read as follows 

“Section 22. No money shall be drawn fiom the treasury but in consequence of 
appropriations made by law, and upon warrants duly drawn thereon by the con- 
troller; and no money shall ever be appropriated or drawn from the state tre isury 
for the purpose or benefit of any corporation, association, asylum. hospital, or any 
other institution not under the exclusive management and control of the State as a 
state institution, nor shall any grant or donation of property ever be made thereto 
by the State; provided, that notwithstanding anything contained in this or any other 
section of this constitution, the legislature shall have the power to grant ard to the 
institutions conducted for the support and maintenance of minor oiphans, or half 
orphans. or abandoned children. or aged pelsons m indigent eireumstanees——such 
aid to be granted by a uniform rule, and proportioned to the number of inmates of 
such respective institutions; proveded, further, that the state shall have at any time 
the right to inyguire into the management of such institution; provided, further, that 
whenever any county, or city aud county, or city, or town, shill provide for the 
support of minor orphans. or half orphans. or abandoned children, or aged persons 
in indigent circumstances. such county. city and county. eity. or town. shall be 
entitled to receive the same pro rata appropriations as may he granted to such 
institutions under church or other control. An accurate statement of the receipts 
and expenditures of public moneys shall be attached to and published with the laws 
at every regular session ot the Legislature." 

Provided, however, that for the purpose of raising five million dollars 
($5,000,000). to be used in establishing, maintaming, and supporting in the city 
and county of San Francisco, State of Calfornia, an expesition in commemoration 
of the completion of the Panama Canal, to he known as the Panama-Pacifie Inter- 
national Eaposition, the State Board of Equalization shall, for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1911. and for each fiscal year thereafter. to and meluding the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1914, fix. establish, and levy such an ad rulorem rate of taxa- 
tion, as when levied upon all the taxable property in che State, after making due 
allowance for delinqueucy. shall produce fur each of such fiseal vears, a sum of one 
million two hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($1.250 000). The said taves shall be 
levied. assessed, aud collected upon every kind and character of property in the State 
of California not exempt from taxation under the law. and subject to taxation on the 
Ist day of July, 1910. and in the same manner, and by the same method, as other 
state taxes were levied, assessed. and collected under the law. as the same existed 
on the Ist day of July, 1910. The Siate Board of Equalization shall each year, at 
the time it determines the amount of revenue required for other state purposes, 
determine, fix, and include the rate of tax necessary to raise the revenue herein 
provided for 

There is hereby created in the state treasury a fund to be known as the Panamna- 
Pacific International Exposition Fund. and all moneys collected pursuant to this 
provision, after deducting the proportionate share of the expense for the collection 
of the same, shall he paid into the state treasury, and credited to such fund. All 
moneys so paid into such fund are hereby appropriated, withont reference to_fiscal 
years, for the use, estabhshment, maintenance, and support of said Panyma-Pacific 
International Exposition No tax. license fee. or charge of any kind or character 
shall ever be levied or assessed or charged against anv property of said Panama- 
Pacfic International Exposition, or against any property used as exhibit therein, 
while being used or exhibited in connection therewith. 

There is hereby created a commission to be known as the Pinama-Lacific Inter- 
national Exposition Commission of the State of California, which shall consist of 
the Governor of said State and four other membeis to be appointed bv the Governor. 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate of said State. The Governor shall 
have the power to fill all vacancies occurring at any time in said commission The 
members of said commission shall receive no compensation and shall hold office 
until such exposition shall have heen closed and its affairs settled. Said four mem- 
bers of said commission shall be selected from different sections of the State. and 
the appointment thereof shall be made by the Governor of the State during the month 
of February. 1911 The commission hereby created shall lave the exclusive charge 
and control of all moneys paid into the Panamn-Pacitic International Exposition 
Fund: and provided further. that the Legislature shall pass all laws necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Act, including the times and the manner in which. 
and the terms and conditions upon which money shall be drawn from the state 
treasury by said commission; where contracts aud youchbers shall be filed, to whem, 
and how often. reports shall be made; what disposition shall he made of any sum 
left unexpended, or received from the sale of any property or buildings purchased 
or constructed by said commission for the use of said exposition, or of any disposition 
of any building or improvement constructed by said commission out of said fund, 
and to previde for the transfer to the General Fund of the State of Califurnia of 
any portion of said Panama-Pacific International Exposition Fund unused. 

‘The commission herein created is authorized and directed to make such proper 
contracts with the Panama-Pacifie International Exposition Company. a corporation 
organized under the laws of the State of California on the 22d day of March, 1910, 
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as will entitle the State of California to share proportionately with the contributors 
to the said Panama-Pacific International Exposition in the returns from the holding 
of said exposition at the city and county of San Francisco.

The Speaker directed the Assistant Chief Clerk to read the Governor’s 
proclamation. 

The following was read. 


THE PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR, CONVENING THE LEGISLATURE IN 
EXTRAORDINARY SESSION, 


Srate or CALIFORNI\, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
WHereas, The Legislature of the State of California. at its regular session com- 
mencing on the 4th day of January, 1909, adopted a resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the State of California. known as Senate Constitutional 
Amendment No. 1, entitled “A resolution to propose to the people of the State of 
California an amendment to the constitution of the State of California providing for 
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the separation of state and local taxation, providing for the taxation of public service 
and other corporations for the lenefit of the state and to that end adding to article 
thirteen a new section to Le numbered section fourteen. amending section ten of 
article thirteen, and repealing section ten of article eleven thereof, all relating to 
revenue and tixation”’; and 

WHEREAS, It appears that said amendment leaves uneertain the period for which 
the gross receipts and gross premiums mentioned in said resolution are to be computed, 
upon which the taxes therein provided for are to be levied. and m case said amendment 
should be adopted m its present form by the people. such uncertainty would jeopardize 
the resenues to be raised by the State under such amendment ; and 

WHeErEAS, By reasen of the foregoing an extraordinary occasion has arisen, and 
is now existing, requiring the Leeiwlature of the State of California te convene. 

Now. therefore, I, James N. Gillett, Governor of the State of California. by virtue 
of the power and authority mm me vested by Section 9, Article V, of the constitution 
of the State of California, do hereby convene the Legislature of the State of California. 
to meet and assemble in extraordinary sessiou at Sacramento, California, on Monday, 
the 3a day of October, 1910, at 12 o'clock noon of that day for the following purposes, 
to wit: 

First. To consider and act upou a resolution proposing an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the State of Califurnia to be known as Senate Constitutional .Lmendment 
No. 1, to he submitted to the people of the State of California for approval and ratifi- 
eation in the words and figures following. to wit: 


SENATE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT No. 1. 


A resolution to propose to the people of the Stare of California an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of California, providing for the separation of state and 
local taxation, providing for the taxation of public service and other corporations 
for the benefit of the state, and to that end adding to article thirteen a new section 
to be numbered section fourteen, amending section ten of article thiteen and 
repealing section ten of article eleven thereof, all relating to revenue and taxation 


WuHeErEAS, It is deemed desirable to separate the sources of revenue for state pur- 
poses frum the sources of revenue for county and municipal purposes: now, theretore 

The legislature of the State of Cahfoinia, at its extraurdinary session, commencing 
on the third day of October. nineteen hundred and ten, two thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two houses of said legislature voting in favor thereof. hereby 
proposes to the qualified electors of the State of California the following ameudment 
to the constitution of the State of Califurmia : 

First. There is hereby added to article thirteen a new section to be numbered 
fourteen, and to read as follows 

Section 14 Taxes levied, assessed, and collected as hereinafter pruvided upon 1ail- 
roads, including street railways. whether operated in one or more counties, sleeping 
car, dining car, drawing-reom car and palace car compames, refrigerator, oil, stock, 
fruit, and other car-loaning and other car companies operating upon rarlroads in this 
state; companies doing express business on any railroad, steamboat, vessel or stage 
line in this state: telegraph companies; telephone companies; companies engaged in 
the transmission or sale of gas or electricity: insurance companies; banks, banking 
associations, sayings and loan societies, and trust companies; and taxes upon all 
franchises of every kind 4nd nature, shall be entirely and exclusively for state pur- 
poses, and shall be Jevied. assessed. and collected im the manuer heremafter provided 
The word “companies” as used in this section shall include persons, partnerships, 
joint-stock associations. companies, and corporations. 

(a) All railroad companies. including street riulways, whether operated in one 
or more counties, all sleeping car, dining car, diawing-1oom car, and palace car com- 
panies, all refrigerator, oi), stock, fruit and other car-loaning and other car companies, 
operating upon the railroads in this state; all companics duing expiess business on 
apy railroad. steamboat, vessel. or stage Jine in this state: all telegraph aud telephone 
companies: and all companies engaged in the transmission or sale of gas or electricity, 
shall annually pay to the state a tax upon their franchises, roudways. roadheds, rails, 
rolling stock, poles. wires, pipes. canals, conduits, rights of way, and other property, 
or any part thereof, used exclusively in the operation of their business in this state. 
computed as follows: Said tax shall be equal to the percentages hereinafter fixed upon 
the gross receipts from operation of such companies and each thereof within this 
state, When such companies are operating partly within and partly without this 
state, the gross receipts within this state shall he deemed to be all receipts on business 
beginning and ending within thi state, and a proportion, based upon the preportion 
of the mileage within this state to the entire mileage over which such business is done, 
of receipts on all business passing through, into, or out of this state. j 

The percentages above mentioned shalt be as follows: On all railroad companies, 
including street railways. four per cent: on all sleeping car, dining car, drawing-room 
car, palace car companies. refrigerator, ol, stock. fruit and other car-loaning and 
other car companies, three per cent; on all companies doing express business on any 
railroad. steamboat. vessel, ov stage line, two per cent; on all telegraph and telephone 
companies. three and one half per_ cent: on all companies engaged in the transmis- 
sion or sale of gas or electricity. four per cent Such taxes shall be in hen of alt 
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other taxes and licenses, state. county and municipal, 
enumerated of such companies except as otherwise in this 
that nothing herein shall be construed to release any such company from the payment 
of auv amount agreed to be paid or required by law to be paid for any special privilege 
or franchise gianted by any of the municipal authorities of this state 

(@) Every insurance company or association doing busimess in this state shall 
annually pay to the state a tax of one and one half per cent upon the amount of the 
gtoss premiums received upon its business done ip this state, less return premiums 
and reinsurance in companies or associations authorized to do business in this state; 
provided, that there sha!l be deducted from said one and one half per cent upon the 
gross premiums the amount of any county and municipal taxes paid by such com- 
panies on veal esiate owned by them jn this state. ‘Phis tax shall be in Hen of all 
other Caves and leenses, state, county and municipal, upov the property of such com- 
panies, except county aud municipal taxes on real estate, and eveept as otherwise in 
this section provided, provided, that when hy the laws of any other state or country, 
any taxes, fines, penalties, licenses, fees, deposits of money. or of securities, or other 
obligations or prohibitions, are imposed on insurance companies of this state, doing 
business in such other state or countiy, or upon their agents therein, 11 excess of sneh 
taxes, fines, penalties, Leenses, fees, deposits of money, or of securities ov other 
ebligations a: prolubitions, imposed upon msuranee companies of such other state 
or country, so long as such laws coutinue io force, the same vbhgations aud prohibi- 
tions of whatsover kind may he imposed hy the legislature upon msyurance companies 
of such other state or country doing business in tins state. 

(c) The shares ot capital stock of all banks, organized under the laws of this state, 
ov of the United States. or of anv other state. and Joeated in this state. shall be ay- 
sessed and taxed to the owners or halders thereof by the state board of equalization, in 
the manner to be preserthed Ly law. iu the city or fown where the bank 1s loented, 
and not elsewhere. There shall be Ievied and assessed upon such shares of capital 
stock an annual tax, payable to the state. of six tenths of one per eentum upon the 
value thereof Vhe value of each share of stock in each hank. exeent such as are in 
Hquidativon. shall be taken to be the amount pard in thereon. tugether with its pro rata 
of the aeenmulated surplus and uncivided profits The value of each share of stock 
in each bank whieh 1s in liquidation shall be taken tu be its pro rala of the actual 
assets of such bank. ‘This tax shal! be in lieu of all other taxes and licenses. state, 
county and municipal, upon such shares of stock and upon the property of sueh banks, 
except county and mantel tives ou real estate, and exseept as otherwise mn this see- 
tion provided = In determimmeg the value of the camtal stock of any bank there shall 
be deducted from the value. as defined above, the value, as assessed for county taxes, 
of any real estate other than mortgage interest therem, owned by such bank and taxed 
for county purposes, "The banhs shall be lable te the state for this tax. and the 
same shall be paid to the state by them on behalf of the stockholders in the manner 
and at the time prescmbed by law. and they shall have a lien upon the shares of stock 
and upon any dividends declared thereon to seeure the amount so paid 

The moneyed capital reserve. surplus. uodinided profits and all other property 
belonging to unincorporated banks or bankeis of this state. or held by anv bank lovated 
in this state which has no shares of capital stock, or employed in this state by any 
branches, ageneics, or other represeutatives of any banks doing business outside of the 
State of Califorma. shall he likewis> assessed and taxed to such banks or banlers by 
the sud beard of equalization, in the manner to he provided by law. and taxed at the 
same rate that 1 levied upon the shaies of capital stock of incorporated banks, as 
provided im the frst paragraph of this subdivision ‘The value of said proverty shall 
he determined by taking the entire property inyested in such business, together with 
all the reserve. surplus, and undisided profits at therm full cash value. and deduetinge 
therefrom the value, as assessed for comnty taves, of any real estate, other than mort- 
gaze interests (herein, owned by such bank and taxed for county purposes Such raves 
shall be in lieu of all ather taxes and Teenses state eaunty and muntietpal nnen the 
property of the banks and bankers mentioned in this paragraph exeept eouuts and 
municipal taves op real estate. and escent as otherwise im tis section preyided — Tt 1s 
the intention of this paragraph that all moneved capital ane properts of the hanks and 
bankers mentioned in this paragraph shall be assessed and taxed at the same rate as 
an incorperated bank, provided fur im the first. paragraph of this subdivisien = Tu 
determining the value of fhe moneyed capital and property of the banks aud hankers 
mentioned in this subdivision, the said state board of equalization shall imelude and 
dascss to such banks all property and everything of value owned ar held in them, 
wlich go fo make up the value of the eapital stock of such banks and bankers if the 
same were inca porated and had shares of eapital stock ; ; 

The word banks” as used in this subdivision shall inelude hanking assoerations, 
sayings and lonn societies and tiust companies, but shajl not melude building and Isan 
assaciatians 

(7) All tranchises ather than those esnressiy provided for in this seetion, shall be 
assessed at therr actual cash value, in fhe manner to be provided by law. and shall 
he faxed at the rate of one per centum each vear, and the taxes colleeted thereon 
shall he exclusively far the benefit of the state. . 

(e) Out of the revenues from the taxes provided for ia this section, together with 
all other state revenues, there shall be first set apart the muners to he apphed by ihe

state to the support of the public school system and the state university. In the event 
that the above named revenues are at any time deemed insuflicient to meet the annual 
expenditures of the state. including the above named expenditures for educational 
purposes, there may be levied, in the manner to be provided by law, a tax, for state 
purposes, on all the property in the state, including the classes of property enumerated 
in this section, sufficient to meet the deficreney All property enumerated in subdivi- 
sions a, b, and d of this section shall be subject to taxation. in the manner provided 
by law, to pay the principal and interest of any bonded indebtedness created and vut- 
standing by any city, city and county, rown, township or district, before the 
adoption of this section The taxes so paid for principal and intervst on such bonded 
indebtedness shall he deducted from the total amount paid in taxes for state purposes 

(f) All the provisions of this section shail be self-exeeuting, and the legislature shall 
pass all laws necessary to carry this section into effect, and shall provide for a valua- 
tion and assessment of the property enumerated in this section, and shal! preseribe the 
duties of the state board of equalization, and any other officers in connection with the 
administration thereof. ‘The rates of taxation fixed in this section shall remain tm force 
until changed by the legislature, three fourths of all the members elected to each of 
the two houses voting in favor thereof ‘The taxes herein provided for shall hecome a 
lien on the first Monday in Mareh of each year after the adaption of this section and 
shall become due and payable on the first Monday in Julv thereafter The gross 
receipts and gross premiums herein mentioned shall he computed for the year ending 
the thirty-first day of December prior to the Jevy of such taxes, and the value of any 
property mentioned herein shall be fixed as of the first Monday in Mareh Nothing 
herein contained shall affect any tax levied or assessed prior to the adoption of this 
section; and all Jaws in relation to such taxes in force at the time of the adoption of 
this section shall remain in force until changed hy the legislature Until the year 1918 
the state shal] rermburse San Bernardino and Placer counties for the net loss in 
county revenue occasioned by the withdrawal of railroad property from county taxa- 
tion. The legislature shall provide for reimbursement from the general funds of any 
county to districts therein, where loss 1s occasioned in such districts by the withdrawal 
from local taxation of property taxed for state purposes only. 

(g) No injunction shall ever issue in any suit. action or proceeding in any court 
against this state or against any officer thereof, to prevent or enjoin the collection of 
any tax levied under the provisions of this section until such tay has been actnally 
paid; but after such payment action may be maintained to recover any tax illegally 
collected in such manner, and at such time as may vow ot hereafter be provided by law. 

Second. Section ten of article thirteen of said constitution is hereby amended to 
read as follows 

Section 10. All property, except as otherwise in this constitution provided, shall be 
assessed in the county, city, city and county, towa or township, or district in which rt 
ig situated, in the manner prescribed Ly law. 

Thud. Section ten of article eleven of said constitution 1s hereby repealed. 

Second In the event that said resolution 1s adopted by the legislature, then, and 
in that event only, to rescind the action of the legislature in passing and adopting said 
Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 1, so adopted by the legislature at its regular 
session on the 19th day of March. 1900 

Third. ‘fo enact such legislation and appropriate such money as may be necessary 
for the purpose of submitting to the people of the State of California, the said pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, and such other constitutional amendments heretofore 
proper by the legislature, as are to be voted upon at the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1910 }

The chairman or clerk of each committee of the 
Assembly shall notify the author of any bill or proceeding pending before such com- 
mittee of the hour and place of hearing or acting upon such bill or proceeding 


7. dntreduchton of Bulg by Comaniitec. 
Any committee may introduce a bill appertaining to any subject coming within its 
considei ation, whereupon it shall be read the first time and placed upon the proper 
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second-reading file. When such a bill is designed to he a substitute for one or more 
Assembly bills, the bills for which it is such a substitute shall, by a majority vote of 
the House, be deemed withdrawn, and shall] not appear upon the file. Upon the intro- 
duction of a bill by a committee, it shall be numbered as a new bill, ordered printed, 
and placed upon the Assembly file for further action. 


8. Disposition af Senate Bulls. 


When a Senate bill has been received by the House, with a message announcing 
that the same has passed the Senate, such bill shall be 1eferred to a standing com- 
mittee; pruvided, however, that wheu a Senate bill is received, the provisions of 
which are identical with those uf an Assembly bill which has already been considered 
and reported by a committee of the House. such Senate bill shall be substituted for 
the Assembly bill (the latter being considered withdrawn). shall take the same place 
upon the Assembly file. and be cousidered as hayimg received the same recommenda- 


tion of the Assembly committee; prorided, that the fact that the bills are identical 
shall be entered iu the Journal. 


9 Jomt Resolutions and Constitutional Amendments. 


Joint resolutions shall be treated the same as bills; provided. that they shall be read 
but once, and that after they have been reported by a committee ; and prorided further, 
that the ayes and noes shall not be called upon their adoption, unless regularly 
demanded. Proposed amendments to the Constitution shall be treated the same as 
bills;"provided, they shall be read but once, and only after they shall have been 
reported by a committee. 


10. soueeedine Touching Appropriations of Moncy to be Considercd in Committee of 
the Vi hole, 
AU bills makmg appropriations of money shall be considered in a Committee of the 
Whole [louse while on second reading, and no addition to any appropriation shall be 
made out or Committee of the Whole. 


11. Reference of Bills 


No debates shall be allowed on any motion to refer a bill or resolution to a com- 
mittee. The Speaker shall first indicate to what committee a bill or resolution ought 
to be referred, and it shall be so referred. unless upon a motion, without debate, the 
IIouse by a majority \ote 1efer 1t to some other committee. 


12. Referring with Special Instructions. 


A bill or resolution may be committed with special instructions at any time after 
the third reading has heen ordered. 


13. Order af Making File. 


Upon the introduction of bills they shall be read the first time. and referred to com- 
mittees as provided in Rule 6. When reported back they shall he placed upon the 
general tle, to be kept by the Clerk. as follows: All bills when reported to the House 
by the committee shall be placed at the foot of the second-reading file. in the order in 
which the reports are made, and after the second reading they shall be placed at the 
foot of tne third-reading file, in the oider of reading; and precedence shall be given in 
the consideration of bills in the following order: third-reading file and second-reading 
file, unless otherwise ordered by a two-thirds vote of the House ‘The Clerk shal! post, 
in a conspicuous place in the chamber, a daily statement of the bills on the general 
file, setting forth the order in which they were filed, and specifying the alterations 
arising From the disposal of business each day. 


14. Order of Making Special File 


The Clerk shall, from time to time, make up a file, to be known as the special file, 
on which he shall place bills relating to appropriations for the support of the State 
government and State mstitutions. revenue, election laws, and constitutional amend- 
ments, in the order named and in the order in which the same may he reported to 
the Assembly, and he shall place no other bills thereon, nor shall any bill on the 
general file be substituted for any bill thereon 


15. Tuhing Up Bills Out of Order. 


When a member shall ask leave to have a hill taken up out of its regular order, he 
shall in making the motion, give the number and title of the bill, and its position on 
the file 


16 Engroasing and Enrolling Bills. 


The Engrossing and Enrolling Clerk shall engross, and enroll, the bills which shall 
come to his hands for such purposes, 1n compliance with the provisions of Section 539 
of the Political Code. and in the order of time in which the same shall he acted upon 
by the House. Said Clerk shall he responsible for every violation of this rule by his 
assistants or deputies ; no clerk of this House, or his deputy or assistant, shall demand 
ot receive from any person any compensation other than that provided by law for any 
services performed by him in regard to the bills or preparation of bills before this 
House.

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17. Bills to be Reported Bach Within Ten Days. 


All bills referred to any committee shall be by such committee reported back to 
the House, with its action thereon, within ten days after such reference, unless the 
House, by request of such committee, shall otherwise order 


DUTIES OF SPEAKER. 


18. To Call House to Order. aes 

The Speaker, or, in his absence, the Speaker pro tem., shall take the chair pre- 
cisely at the hour appointed for meeting, and shali immediately call the House to 
order. In the absence of both the Speaker and the Speaker pro tem., the Chief Clerk, 
or an assistant, shall call the House to order, whereupon a chairman shall be elected 
from among the members to preside. 


19. To Preserve Order; to Decide Points of Order; and May Speak to Same. 

He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of order in preference 
to other members. ristng from his seat for that purpose: and shall decide questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the House by any member, on which appeal no 
member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. 


20. To Have Direction of the Hall; May Call Any ALember to the Chair. 

He shall have general direction of the hall. He shall have a right to name-eany 
member to perform the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend 
beyond an adjournment. 


21. To Stun Resolutions, ete, Attested by the Clerk. 

All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by the Speaker, and all 
writs, warrants, and subpcenas issued by order of the House shall be under his hand, 
attested hy the Clerk. 


22. May Order the Gallerics and Lobby Cleared. 

In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galleries or lobby, the 
Speaker (or Chairman of the Committee of the Whole House) shall have power to 
order the same to be cleared. 


DUTIES OF THE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


23. To Attend Sittings of House; Scrve Processes. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms shall attend the House during its sittings. to execute the 
commands of the Speaker of the House, and all process issued hy authority thereof 
directed to him by the Speaker. He shall be sworn to keep the secrets of the House. 
He shall also have supervision of all the attachés of the House (except the clerks at 
the desk. the committee attachés, and the page to the Speaker, which page shall be 
under the exclusive supervision of the Speaker), and shall be respousible for the 
performance of their duties, and shall have power to suspend any attaché under him 
for dereliction of duty, and shall report to the Speaker such suspension and the 
eauses thereof; said attaché shall not receive any pay during the time of such 
suspension. The Speaker shall have the power to relieve the attaché of his sus- 
pension. and shall have the power to remove any attaché for incompetency or for 
willful neglect of duty. 


24. Fees of Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms shall receive for every arrest the sum of one dollar; for 
each day's custody and relensement, one dollar, and for traveling expenses for him- 
self, or a special messenger, going and coming, ten cents per mile; but no com- 
pensation shall be allowed for the arrest. custody, or releasement of members under 
a call of the House, within the limits of the Capitol grounds. All fees accruing to 
the Sergeant-at-Arms for arrest, custody, and release of members. shall be paid by 
the members so arrested, held in custody, and released, unless excused by a vote of 
the House. And when a member shall be excused by the House, the Sergeant-at-Arms 
shal] not be allowed any fees for the arrest. 


25. Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms to be Doorkecper. 
The Assistant Sereeant-at-Arms shall be the Doorkeeper, and shall be sworn to 
keep the secrets of the Housc 


26 Standing Committees. 
The Standing Committees of the House shall be as follows:

54. A Commitee on Common Carriers, to consist of eleven members. 


27. Committces to be Appointed by Speaker. 


i. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless otherwise ordered by the 
ouse. 


28. Committee on Contested Elections. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Contested Elections to examine and 
report upon the certificates of election. or other credentials of the members returned 
to serve in this House, and to take into their consideration all such petitions and 
other matters touching elections and returns as shall or may be presented or come 
into question, and be referred to them by the House. 


29. Committee on Ways and Means. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ways and Means to take into considera- 
tion all reports of the State Officers and State Boards or State Commissions and 
all propositions relative to the revenue of the State as may be referred to them by 
the Assembly; to inquire into the state of the revenue and expenditures of the State, 
and report from time to time their opinion thereon. All bills for the appropriation 
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of money, which were not at first referred to the Committee on Ways and Means, 
shall be reported to the House by the committees having them under consideration, 
and shall thereupon, without motion. be referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means, and said committee shall consider them and report thereon the amvunt of 
appropriation required, but such bill shall retain its place on the file pending its 
consideration by said Committee on Ways and Means. 

The Committee on Ways and Means shall, from time to time, at least once in two 
weeks, report to the House the exact condition of legislation involving appropria- 
tions, and the aggregate amount of all the proposed appropriations pending. 


80. Committee on Commissions and Public Expenditures. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Commissions and Public Expenditures 
to ascertain what State commissions, institutions, or boards, if any, can be abolished 
or consolidated with advantage to the public, in view of a more economical adminis- 
tration of State affairs; to ascertain what expenditures and salaries of the yarious 
public offices and institutions can be advantageously reduced or discontinued; to 
prepare and report to the Assembly such bills or resolutions as mav be 1equired tu 
carry out the recommendations of the committee. 


81. Committce on Engrossment. 

It shall be the duty of the Engrossing Committee to compare all biJls ordered or 
considered engrossed by this House with the engrossed copies thereof; and before 
they pass out of the possession of the House, see that the engrossed bill is a true 
copy of the original, with such amendments as may have been made thereto; and 
said committee shall see that all engrossed bills are reported back in the order in 
which they were ordered engrossed. 


382. Committce on Revision and Reform of Laws. 

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Revision and Reform of Laws to take 
into consideration all petitions, bills, and_ resolutions touching the revision and 
reform of the existing laws of the State of California that shall or may be presented 
or come into question and be referred to it by the Assembly. 


38. Cummiltce Bu penditures 

No committee shall be permitted to incur any expense by visiting any part of the 
State on official or other business, without first obtaining leave of the House by a 
two-thirds vote of the members thereof. 


84. Committee on the Whole House. 

‘In forming a Committee of the Whole House, a chairman, to be named by the 
Speaker, shall preside. Bills committed to a Committee of the Whole House shall, 
in Committee of the Whole, be read by sections. All amendments shall be noted 
and reported to the Assembly by the Chairman. After report to the Assembly, the 
bill shall again be subject to amendment before a vote on the report is taken. 


35. Itules in Committec of the Whole. 

The rules of the Assembly shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, as far 
as may be applicable, except limiting the time of speaking, and except that the ayes 
and noes shall not be taken. 


36. Motion to Rise Decided Without Debate. 
A motion that the committee rise shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 


37. Reference of Bills. 

When a motion is made to refer any subject, and different committees shal] be 
proposed, the question shall be taken in the following order: 

The Committee of the Whole. 

A Standing Committee. 

A Select Committee. 


38 Calling Members to Order When Tranegressing Rules. 

If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of the House, the 
Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order; in which case the member so called 
to order shall immediately sit down. unless permitted to explain; and if called to 
order by a member, such member shall immediately state the point of order. If the 
point of order be sustammed by the Chair, the member shall not be allowed to proceed ; 
but 1f it he not sustained. then he shall be permitted to go on. Livery such decision 
from the Chair shall be subject to an appeal to the House, but no discussion of a 
question of order shall be allowed, unless an appeal be taken from the decision of the 
Chair 


39 Spcaker to Decide Who ta Entitled to the Floor 
When two or more members shall rise at once, the Speaker shall name the member 
who 1s first to speak. 
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40. Order in Speahing to Questions, 


Eyery member, when he speaks, shall. standing im his place. address “Mr. Speaker,” 
and when he has finished he shall sit down. No member shall speak more than twice 
during the consideration of any one question, vf whatever nature, on the same day and 
at the same stage of proceedings, without leave bemg granted, except the author of a 
bill or resolution, or mover of a question. No member shall be allowed to speak more 
than thirty (80) minutes upon any question, except by leave of the House. 


41. Culled to Order for Offensice Worda in Debate. 


If any member be called to order for offensive words spohen in debate, the person 
ealling him to order shall report the words excepted to, and they shall be taken down 
in writing at the Clerk's table; and no member shall be held to answer, or be subject 
to censure of the House, for language used m debate, if any member has spoken or 
other busmess has iotervened after the words spoken. and before exception to them 
shall have been taken. 


42. Personal Liplanation 


_ Any member may rise to explain a matter personal to himself, with leave of the 
Chair, but shall not discuss a question 2n such explanation. 


45. Motions to be Stated by Speaker shall be Reduced to Writing, or May be With- 
dian, 


No motion shall be debated until the same be seconded and distinctly announced by 
the Speaker; and it shall he reduced to writing, if desired bv the Speaker, or any men- 
ber, and be read by the Clerk, before the same shall be debated. A motion may be 
withdrawn by leave of the House, at any time before amendment vr decision 


At Motion to Adjonrn, 


A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except duiing roll call The Clerk 
shall enter on the Journal che name of any member moving an adjournment, also the 
hour at which the motion was made. 

When a motion is made aad seconded to adjourn, it shall be in order fur the 
Speaker, before putting the question, ta permit any member to state apy fact to the 
House relating to the condition of the Inismess of the Lfouse, which would seem to 
render it improper to adjourn at that time Such statement, however, shall not be 
debatable, and such statement or statements shall not, m auy ease, oecupy more than 
two nunutes, 

Concurrent resolutions for adjournment sone dre shall in all cases, whether originat- 
ing in the House or coming from the Senate. be referred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means That committee shall report upon auy such concurrent resolution not 
later than the next legislative day, and with regard to the status of the general appro- 
priation bill and the tax levy. 


45, Piccedence of Motions Diurag Debate 


When a question 1s under dehate, or before the House, no motion shall be 1eceived 
bat: To adjourn, to lay ou the table: for the previous question; to postpone to a dav 
certain, to commit or amend, to postpone mdefinitely, which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they are named, hut the first three shall be 
deeided without debate; and no motion to postpone to a dav eertain, to commit, or to 
postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall agnin be allowed on the same day and at 
the same stage of the proceedings A motion to strmhe out the enacting clause of a bill 
shall have preference over a motion to amend, and, if carried, shall be considered 
equivalent to its rejection, A dilatory motion shall not be considered intervening busi- 
ness within the meaning of parliamentary usage. 


46, Previons Question 


The previous question shall he in this form. “Shall the main question he now 
put’ And its effect, when sustamed by a majority of the members present, shall be 
to put an end to all debate and bring the House to 2 vote on the question or questions 
before it. 


47. Questiona of Order After Precious Question ws Ordered, 

All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for the previous 
question. and pending such motion or preyious question, shall be decided (whether on 
appeal or otherwise) without debate: provided. that after the previous question shall 
have been otdered, ten minutes shall be allowed for explanatton of the matters covered 
by the previous question, of which five minutes shall be given to the member moving 
the previous question. and five minutes to those opposed thereto 


48. Preaenus Question Denanded. 
The previous question shall only Je put when demanded by three membeis. 
49, Question Tudefiuitely Postponed 


When a question 1s postponed indefinitely, the same shall not again be introduced 
during the session. 
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00. Division of Questions. 

Any member may call for a division of the question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehend propositions in substance so distinct that, one being taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain for the decision of the House. A motion to 
strike out being lost, shall preclude neither a motion to add to, nor a mution to strike 
out and insert. 

51. Substitute. 


«A substitute shall be deemed and held to be an amendment, and be treated in all 
respects as such. 


52, Subjects Different from the One Under Consideration. 

No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under consideration shall 
be admitted as an amendment. 
53. Printing of Bills. 


Five hundred copies of all bills shall be printed The Sergeant-at-Arms shall be 
required to certify to the reception by the House of all such printed matter, and the 
quantity thereof. 


54, Printing Extra Number of Bills, ete. 


_ A proposition to print an extra number of any document_or other matter shall 
Le on the table one day for consideration, unless otherwise ordered by consent of the 
ouse. 


55. Printing of Maps. 
Maps accompanying documents shall not be printed under the general order to 
print, without the special direction of the House. 


56. Filling Blanks. 
In filling up blanks the least sum and shortest time shall be first put. 


57. Priority of Business. 
All questions relating to the priority of business shall be decided without debate. 


58. Reading of Papers. 

When the reading of a paper is called for, except petitions, and the same is 
pec? to by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of the House, without 
ebate. 


59. Notice of Reconsideration. 

On the day succeeding that on which a fina) vote on any bill or resolution has been 
taken, said vote may he reconsidered on the motion of any member; provtded, notice 
of intention to move such reconsideration shall have been given on the day on which 
such fina] vote was taken, by a member voting with the majority; and it shall not 
be in order for any member to move a reconsideration on the day on which such final 
vote was taken. Said motion of reconsideration shall have precedence over every 
other motion, except a motion to adjourn. No notice of reconsideration shall be in 
order on the day preceding the last day of the session. No motion to reconsider shall 
be adopted, except upon a roll call, and it shall require forty-one votes to adopt the 
motion. 


60. Elections by House. 
In all cases of election by the House the vote shall be taken w:va voce 


61. Calling Ayes and Nocs. 

The ayes and noes shall be taken on the final passage of all bills, and when called 
for by three members on other questions, and every member within the bar of the 
House, when his name is called, shal] (unless for special reasons he he excused) 
declare openly, and without debate, his vote. In taking the ayes and noes, and upon 
call of the House, the names of the members shall be taken alphabetically. and the 
Clerk shall enter on the Journal the names of those demanding the ayes and noes. 


62. Afembers at Clerk's Desk. 
No member or other person shall remain by the Clerk’s table while the ayes and 
noes are being called, or while the votes are bemg counted. 


63. Voting on Question When Intercstcd. 
No person shall vote on any question in the result of which he is personally inter- 
ested or involved. 


64. Division and Count of House. 


Upon a division and count of the House on any question, no person without the 
bar shall be counted. 
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65. Explamimng or Changing Vote. 
No member shall be allowed to explain his vote or discuss the question while the 


ayes and noes are being called, and no member shall be allowed to change his vote 
after the vote is announced from the chair. 


66. Call of the House. 


Upon a call of the House the names of the members shall be called over by the 
Clerk, and the absentees noted. after which the names of the absentees shall again 
be called over. The door shall then be shut, and those for whom no excuse or insuffi- 
elent excuses are made, may, by order of those present, he taken into custody. as 
they appear, or may be sent for and taken into custody by the Sergeant-at-Arms 
wherever to be found, or by special messenger, to be appointed for that purpose. 
In the absence of a quorum, a majority of the members present mav order a call 
of the House and compel the attendance of absentees in the manner above provided. 
No recess can be taken during a call of the House. 


GT. Suspending and Changing Rules. 


No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded or changed without a 
yote of two thirds, and one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor; provided, 
that the Committee on Rules and Regulations may at uny time, except during a roll 
eal}, report a temporary rule providing for the consideration of any bill on the files 
of the House helonging to either of the following classes 

1. Bills affecting the State government, its revenue. its various departments or 
commissions, or appropriations therefor 

2. Bills affecting county and township governments, or roads and highways. 

8. Bills affecting town, city, city and county governments, or the municipal 
affairs of the sane. 

Bills amending election or primary election laws 

5. Constitutional amendments. 

6. Bills amending or repealing the Codes or sections thereof. 

Such temporary rule shall provide when a bill so selected shal] be taken up for 
consideration, and the time when final vote shall be taken thereon and pending 
amendments thereto, if there be any. 

It shall always be in order to call up for consideration such report. The same 
shall be subject to amendment by the House. 

On the adoption of such temporary rule by the House by a two thirds vote 
thereof, if the bill be on third reading, and by a majority vote of the members 
elected to the House, if otherwise, such bill shall thereupon be made the special 
order for the time fixed therein. 

A rule of order may be suspended temporarily by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present, except that portion of Rule 6 relating to third reading of bills. A 
motion or resolution proposing to increase or diminish a standing committee shall 
not be adopted until the same has been referred to the Committee on Rules and 
Regulations. 

The Committee on Rules and Regulations may also, at any time, report a tem- 
porary rule or regulation for the consideration of the business on the file, having 
regard to the condition of the business of the House. When such temporary rule or 
regulation shall have been adopted by the House, it shall have the effect. for the time 
being, of a standing rule, and shall be enforeed by the Speaker. 


68. Members Abscnting Themselves. 


No member shall absent himself from the service of the House without the leave 
of the House, except in case of sickness; and if any member or officer of the House 
absent himself without leave, his per diem shall not be allowed him; but no member 
shall obtain leave of absence, or be excused, without a vote of two thirds of the House. 


69. Persons Admitted to Floor. 


No person except Senators, State officers, Governors and ex-Governors of States, 
Members of Congress, Judges of the Supreme or Superior Courts, members of the 
press when accredited by their respective journals, ladies when specially invited by a 
member of the House, shall be admitted within the Assembly Chamber, except in 
the galleries, during the session of the House; but a majority may have the floor of 
the House within the bar cleared of any or all such persons. The Speaker is charged 
with the enforcement of this rule. 


[0 Smoking in Hall. 


No smoking shall be allowed within the Assembly Chamber during the session of 
the House. 


71. Parliamentary Rules. 


The rules of parliamentary practice contained in Roberts’ Rules of Order shall 
govern the House in all cases to which they are applicable. and in which they are 
not inconsistent with the Standing Rules and Orders of the House and the Joint 
Rules of the Senate and House of Assembly. 


oO 
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72. Use of Hall. 


The Assembly Room shall not be used for any public or private business other 
than legislative, except by consent of a majority of the House. 


73. Fees for Witneaecs 


Witnesses summoned to appear before the House, or any of its committees, shall 
be paid as follows: For each day a witness shall attend, the sum of two dollars ; 
for each mile he shall travel 10 coming to and going from place of exammation, the 
sum of ten cents. No mileage shall be paid except where the witness has actually 
traveled for the purpose of giying testimony. 


T+. Protest of Members. 


It_shall be in order for any member or members to protest against the action of 
the Ffouse, and have sucb protest entered upon the minutes. 


TS Fees Allowed in Cases of Contest. 


Whenever, in the Assembly, a contest is made for the seat of any Assemblyman, 
no more than two hundred dollars shall be allowed as counsel fees to either side. 


1G. Assignment of ttachés 


The Committee on Attachés and Employés shall assign the committee clerks and 
the official stenographers of the House to the various committees; provided, that the 
Committee on Judiciary and the Committee on Ways and Means shall each be 
entitled to one clerk and one stenographer, to be selected by the chairman of those 
committees, respectively. 

All assignments of committee clerks and stenographers made by the Committee on 
Attachés and Employés under tlis rule be reported to the House and entered 
in the Journal. 


TT. Intioduction of Billa After Fiftueth Day. 


On or prior to the fiftieth day of the session the Speaker shall appoint a standing 
Committee on Introduction of Bills, to consist of three members. 

All motions for leave to mtroduce bills after the fiftieth day shall be sent to the 
desk in writing, under the.order of “Introduction of Bulls,’’ and at no other time. 
The motion shall give the title of the bill, and shall be accompamied by the bill. The 
bn] shal) thereupon be referred to the Committee on Introduction of Bills. 

That committee shall examine bills referred to it with particular reference to the 
question as to whether there 1s already any bill in either house of the same character 
which might be amended to effect the result sought, and generally as to the advisa- 
bility of introducing the measure. 

The committee shall report upon ‘each bill so referred to it on the same legisla- 
tive day. The report shall be made at the conclusion of the consideration of the 
Senate Special File. 

The committee may, in its discretion, incorporate more than one bill in the reso- 
lution to grant leave to introduce, incorporating in the resolution the title of each 
bill in full, and the roll shall be called upon the adoption of the resolution without 
debate. 

lf a division of the question is demanded upon the introduction of any particular 
bill, the division shall be allowed, and the roll called separately upon the bill. 


TS. Form for Introduction of Biils. 


When a DiJl is introduced and when printed amending an existing law, the new 
matter shall be underscored, and portions of the law proposed to he omitted shall be 
jneluded in brackets; provided, howerer, that where the subject consists of an entirely 
new section, the words thereof need not he underscored. and that wheo any hill intro- 
duced repeals an existing law in whole, the matler repealed need not be put in the bill. 

All bills reported favorably or for consideration. if reported with amendments, shall 
be immediately reprinted; the new matter underscored and the parts of the law pro- 
posed to be omitted included in brackets. 


79. Leaves of Absence of Committee Visiting Pubhie Institutions 


When leave of absence shall be granted any committee, special or standing, to 
visit publie buildings or institutions, or for any other purpose, such leave sball be 
granted only by a two thirds vote taken vira roec, and no evpeuses or mileage of 
attachés shall be allowed. No member of the Assembly shall accompany a committee 
as a substitute for a member thereof who declines to accompany the committee, 
without permission for such substitution being obtained from the Speaker. Applica- 
tion for a leave of absence for a committee shall be made to the Assembly by the 
chairman thereof, by resolution, which shall give the name of the institution or insti- 
tutions to be visited, and brietly reeite the occasion and necessity for visiting the 
same, together with the number of commuitteemen desiring leave. Such resolution 
shall immediately, and without debate, be referred to the Committee on Rules and 
Regulations, with instructions to report upon the next legislative day on the same, 
and whether the Jeave of absence can be granted without interfering with the busi- 
ness of the Assembly. 
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80. Duties of Chief Clerk. 


It shall he the duty of the Chief Clerk to have charge and supervision of all the 
clerical business of the Assembly. He shall perform the duties imposed on him by 
law and the rules of the Assembly. He shall have the supervision of all the clerks 
and assistants at the desk, of the journal clerk and his assistants, of all bill clerks, 
bill filers, stenographers, and of all committee attachés except the attachés to the 
committees on Judiciary and Ways and Means, and shall be responsible for the per- 
formance of their duties, and shall have power to suspend any such clerk, or attaché 
under him for dereliction of duty, and shall report to the Speaker such suspension and 
the eauses thereof. Said clerk or attaché shall not receive any pay during the time 
of such suspensiou. The Speaker shall haye the power to relieve the attaché or clerk 
of his suspension, and shall have the power to remove any clerk or attaché for incom- 
petency or for willful neglect of duty, 


81. Lobbying. 


No person engaged in presenting to the Assembly or its committees any business, 
or claim, or legislation, shall be permitted to engage in such business during the 
sessions of the Assembly, or be permitted on the floor of the Assembly at any time, 
and any person transgressing this rule shall be removed from the floor of the Assem- 
bly and be debaried from the privilege of the floor during the remainder of the 
entire session. ‘The Speaker 1s charged with the enforcement of this rule. ‘This rule 
can not be suspended except by a two thirds vote of the entire Asseinbly.

A resolution to propose to the people of the State of California an amendment to the 
constitution wf the State of California providing for the separation of state and 
local taxation. providing for the taxation of public service and other coiporations 
for the henefit of the state, and to that end adding to article thirteen a new section 
to he numbered section fourteen, amending section ten of article thirteen, and 
repealing section ten of article eleven thereof, all relating to revenue and taxation 


WHEREAS. It is deemed desirable to separate the sources of revenue for state pur- 
poses from the sources of revenue for county and municipal purposes; now, therefore, 

The legislature of the State of Califoinia, at its extraordmaty session, commenemg 
on the third day of October. nineteen hundred and ten, two thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two houses of said legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
proposes to the qualified electors of the State of California the following amendment 
to the constitution of the State of Cahfornia: 

First—-There is hereby added to article thirteen a new section to be numbered 
fourteen, and to read as follows. . 

Section 14. Taxes levied. assessed, and collected as hereinafter provided upon rail- 
roads, including street railways, whether operated in one or more counties, sleeping 
ear, dining car, deawing-roum car. and palace car companies, refrigerator, oil, stock, 
fruit, and other car-loauing and other car companies operating upon railroads in this 
state; companies doing express business on any railroad, steamboat, vessel or stage 
line in this state; telegraph companies, telephone companies; companics engaged in 
the transmission or sale of gas or electricity ; insurance companies: banks. banking 
associatious, savings and loan societtes, and trust companies; and taxes upon all 
franchises of every kind and nature, shal] be entirely and exclusively for state pur- 
poses, and shall be levied, assessed, and colleeted in the manner hereinafter provided. 
The word “companies” as used in this section shall include persons, partnerships, 
joint-stock associations. companies. and corporations 

(a) <All railroad companies, including street railways. whether operated in one 
or more counties; all sleeping car, dining car, drawing-room car. and palace car com- 
panies, all refrigerator, vil, stock, fruit and other ear-loaning. and other car companies. 
operating upon the railroads in this state: all companies doing express business on 
any railroad. steamboat, vessel, or stage line in this state: all telegraph and telephone 
companies ; and all companies engaged in the tiansimission or sale of gas or electricity. 
shall annually pay to the state a tax upon their franchises, roadways, rvadbeds. rails, 
rolling stock, poles, wires, pipes. canals, conduits, rights of way, and other property, 
or any part thereof, used exclusively in the operatiun of their business in this state, 
computed as follows’ Said tax shall be equal to the percentages hereinafter fixed upon 
the gross receipts from operation of such companies and each thereof within this 
state. When such companies sre operating partly within and parily without this 
state, the gross receipts within this state shall be deemed to be all receipts on business 
beginning and ending within this state. and a proportion. based upon the proportion 
of the mileage within this state to the entire mileage over which such business is done, 
of receipts on all business passing through, into, or out of this state : 

The percentages above mentioned shall be as follows On all railroad companies. 
including street railways. four per cent: on all sleeping car, dining car, drawing-room 
ear, palace car companies, refrigerator, oil, stock, fruit and other car-loaning, and 
other car companies, three per cent: on all companies doing express business on any 
railroad, steamboat. vessel, or stage line, two per cent; on all telegraph and telephone 
companies. three and one half per cent: on all companies engaged in the transmis- 
siou or sale of gas or electricity, four per cent. Such taxes shall be in heu of all 
other taxes and licenses, state. county and municipal, upon the property above 
enumerated of such companies. except as otherwise in this section provided; provided, 
that nothing herein shall be construed to release any such company from the payment 
of any amount agreed to he paid, or required by law to be paid. for any special privilege 
or franchise granted by any of the municipal authotities of this state. 

(b) Every insurance company or association doing business in this state shall 
annually pay to the state a tax of one and one half per cent upon the amount of the 
gross piemiums received upon its business done in this state, less return premiums 
and resurance in companies or associations authorized to do business in this state; 
provided. that there shall be deducted from said one and one half per ceut upon the 
gross premiums the amount of any county and municipal taxes paid by such com- 
pamtes on real estate owned by them im this state. This tax shall be in leu of all 
other tases and licenses, state, county and municipal, upon the property of such com- 
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panies, except county and municipal taxes on real estate, and except as otherwise m 
this section provided; provided, that when by the laws of any other state or country. 
any taxes, fines, penalties, licenses, fees, deposits of moneys, or of securities, ot other 
obligations or probibitions. are imposed on insurance companies of this state, doing 
business in such other state or couutry, or upou their agents therein, in excess of such 
taxes. fines, penalties, licenses. fees, deposits of money, or of securities. or other 
obligations or prohibitions imposed upon insurance companies of such other state 
or country, so long as such laws continue in foree, the same obligations and prohihi- 
tions of whatsover kind may be imposed by the legislature upon imsurance compauies 
of such other state or country doing busimess 10 Lhis state 

(e) The shares of capital stuck of all banks, org nized under the laws of this state. 
or of the United States, or of ans other state and Jocated im this state, shall be as- 
sessed and taxed to the owners or holders thereof by the state board of equahzation, mn 
the manner to be preseribed by law. in the city or town where the bank is Jocated 
and not elsewhere. There shall be levied and assessed upon such shares of capital 
stock an annual tax, payable to the state, of one per centum upon the value thereof, 
The value of each share of stock in each bank. except such as are in hyuidation, 
shall he taken to be the amount paid in thereon, together with its pro rata of 
the accumulated surplus and undivided profits. The value of each share of stock 
in each hank which is in liquidation shall be taken to be its pro rata of the actual 
assets of such bank ‘ns tax shall be in heu of all other taxes and licenses, state, 
county and municipal, upon such shares of stock and upon the property of such banks, 
except counts and mumieipal taxes on real estate. and except as otherwise in this sec- 
tion provided. In determining the value of the capital stock of any bank there shall 
be deducted from the value, as defined above. the value, as assessed for county taves. 
of any real estate other than mortgage interests therein. owned by such bank and taxed 
for county purposes. The banks shall be hable to the state for this tax. and the 
same shall be paid to the state by them, on behalf of the stuckholders, in the manner 
and at the time presembed by law, and they shal] have a lien upon the shares of stock, 
and upon any dividends declared thereon to secure the amount so paid 

The moneyed capital, reserve, surplus, undivided profits. and all other property 
belonging to unincorporated banks or bankers of this state, or held by any hank located 
in this state which has no shares of capital stock. or employed in this state hv any 
branches. agencies, or uther representatives of anv banks dving business outside of the 
State of California. shall be likewise assessed and taxed to such banks or bankers by 
the said hoard of equalization. in the manner to he provided by Jaw. and taxed at the 
same rate that is levied upon the shares of capital stock of incorporated hanks. as 

rovided in the first paragraph of this subdivision The value of said property shall 

e determined by taking the entire property invested in such business, together with 
all the reserve, surplus, and undrvided profits. at their full cash value. and deducting 
therefrom the value as assessed for county taxes of any real estate. other than mort- 
gace interests therein, owned by such bank and taxed for county purposes Such taxes 
shall be in lieu of all other taxes and licenses, state. county and municipal. upon the 
property of the banks and hankers mentioned in this paragraph, except county and 
municipal taxes on real estate, and except as otherwise in this section provided. It is 
the intention of this paragraph that all moneyed capital and property of the banks and 
bankers mentioned in this paragraph shall be assessed and taxed at the same rate as 
an iveorporated bank. provided for iv the first paragraph of this subdivision — Tp 
determining the value of the moneyed capital and pronertv of the banks and bankers 
mentioned in this suhdivision, the said state board of equalization shall include and 
assess to such banks all property and everything of value owned or held by them. which 
go to make up the value of the capital stock of such banks and bankers, 1f the same 
were incorporated and had shares of capital stock. 

The word “banks” as used in this subdivision shall include banking associations, 
savings and loan societies and trust companies. but shall not inelude building and loan 
associations 

(d) All franchises, other than those expressly provided for in this section shall be 
assessed at their actual cash value, in the mauner to be provided hy law, and shall 
be taxed at the rate of one per erntum each year. and the taxes collected thereon 
shall he exclusively for the benefit of the state 

(e) Out of the revenues fiom the taxes provided for in this section. together with 
all other state revenues. there shall be first set npart the moneys to be applied by the 
state to the support of the publie schoul system and the state university. In the event 
that the above named revenues are at any time deemed insufficient to meet the annual 
expenditures of the state. including the above named expenditures for educational 
purposes, thete may be levied, in the manner to be pruvided by law. a tax for state 
purposes, on all the preperty in the state. including the classes of property enumerated 
in this section, sufficient to meet the deficiency. All propeity enumerated in subdivi- 
sions a, b, aud d of this section shall be subject to taxation, in the manner provided 
by law. to pay the principal and imterest of any bonded indebtedness cieated and out- 
standing by any city. city and county. county. town. township or district. before the 
adaption of this section. The taxes so paid for principal and interest on such bonded 
indehtedness shall be deducted from the total amount paid in taxes for state purposes. 

(f) All the provisions of this section shall be self-executing, and the legislature shall 
pass all Jaws necessary to carry this section into effect, and shall provide for a valua- 
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tion and assessment of the property enumerated in this section, and shall preserthe the 
duties of the state board of equalization and any other officers in connection with the 
administration thereof. The rates of taxation fixed in this section shall remain in force 
until changed by the legislature, two thirds of all the members elected to each of 
the two houses voting in favor thereof. The taxes herein provided for shall hecome a 
lien on the first Mouday in March of each yerr afler the adoption of this section, and 
shall become due and payable on the first Monday in July thereafter, The gross 
receipts and gross premiums herein mentioned shall be computed for the yenr ending 
the thirty-first day of December prior to the levy of such taxes. and the value of any 
property mentioned herein shall be fixed as of the first Monday in March. Nothing 
herein contained shall affect any tax levied or assessed prior te the adoption ot this 
section, and all laws 1n relation to sich taxes in furee at the time uf the aduption of 
this section shall remain tn fotce until changed by the legislature Until the vear 1918 
the state shall reimburse any and all counties which sustain loss of revenue by the 
withdrawal of railroad property from county taxation for the net less in county 
revenue occasioned by the withdrawal of railroad property from county taxation. 
The Jegislature shall provide fur rermbursement from the general tunds ot any county 
to districts therein where loss is oecaxioned in such distiiets bs the withdrawal from 
local taxation of property taxed for state purposes only. 

(vg) No injunction shall ever issue im any suit. action, or proceeding in any court 
against this state or against anv officer thereof to prevent or enjoin the collection of 
any tax levied under the provisions of this section: but after payment, action may be 
maintained to recuver any tax illegally collected in such manner, and at such time as 
mav now or hereafter he provided by law. 

Sccond—Section teu of article thirteen of said constitution is hereby amended to 
read as follows’ 

Section 10. All property. except as otherwise in this constitution provided, shall be 
assessed m the county, city. city and county. town or township, or district in which it 
is situated, in the manner prescribed by law
